2. The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The claims are anticipated as evidenced by the four 
X and additional 3 Y references, and hence the inventions as claimed fail to define a contribution 
over the prior art. Hence, the special technical feature is unclear, and the inventions may be 
properly restricted. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Claim 5 : article to be coated: selection should be made of one substrate type. 
- Claims 7-9,27: directed to forming fibrous structures.
